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INTRODUCTION 


At  the  onset  of  this  work  I  will  say  I  sincerely  hope  this  simple  record 
of  the  Brenneman  Family  may  in  no  way  detract  our  minds  and  atten¬ 
tion  from  the  Book  of  all  books,  the  Bible.  Cousin  Mary  Otto  shall 
have  first  credit  for  the  record  she  had  kept  and  shared  as  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  this  work,  which  she  felt  unable  to  go  on  and  prepare  for 
publication. 

After  the  death  of  my  beloved  companion  and  through  the  lone 
hours,  I  realized  I  must  do  something  that  fully  occupied  my  mind,  at 
times,  so  started  to  get  a  more  complete  record  of  the  Brennemans 
and  prepare  it  to  be  put  into  book  form.  It  created  a  real  work  and 
study,  even  quite  a  bit  more  than  was  thought,  but  was  enjoyed.  After 
quite  a  bit  of  visiting  and  making  a  house  to  house  canvass  to  collect 
needed  information,  I  left  for  the  land  of  sunshine,  Phoenix,  Arizona, 
where  most  of  the  work  was  done  during  my  stay  in  the  great  south¬ 
west,  from  where  I  had  quite  a  bit  of  correspondence.  Then  with 
writing  and  re-writing  and  with  all  efforts  to  have  names  and  dates 
correct,  no  doubt  numerous  mistakes  have  crept  in.  I  tried  to  do  the 
best  I  could  and  hope  the  kind  readers  will  bear  with  me  and  overlook 
my  shortcomings,  and  mistakes. 

I  want  to  thank  each  and  everyone  for  your  co-operation  and  willing¬ 
ness  to  share  needed  information  to  make  this  work  possible:  also  for 
promptness  with  most  replies.  Some  were  a  little  slow  on  returning, 
which  only  reminded  one  of  self  negligence. 

1  am  very  thankful  to  Cousins  Barbara,  Mrs.  Jake  J.  Miller,  and 
Sarah,  Mrs.  Omar  Swartzendruber,  and  my  son  John  who  so  kindly 
furnished  a  way  of  travel  and  assisted  in  collecting  information.  History 
had  always  been  a  hard  study  for  me,  which  made  it  more  or  less  un¬ 
attractive,  but  I  must  say  in  this  study  I  found  joy  and  very  interesting 
work  and  feel  more  acquainted  with  my  relatives  than  ever  before 
and  hope  this  bit  of  information  may  be  as  interesting  to  the  reader 
as  it  was  to  make  the  investigations. 

Trusting  that,  although  not  perfect,  this  little  volume  may  be  useful 
and  interesting  and  instil  within  us  a  proper  regard  for  our  ancestry, 
and  cause  us  to  aim  to  do'  our  part  in  giving  our  future  generations 
a  worthy  ancestry  to  look  back  to,  I  want  to  share  it  with  my  many 
cousins.

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EXPLANTION 

Readers  who  are  familiar  with  record  books  will  have  no  difficulty 
in  using  this  History.  To  others  may  be  said,  by  way  of  explanation, 
that  the  number  used  before  the  name  of  the  family  head  is  the  serial 
number  of  that  family:  the  numbers  following  the  name  refers  to  the 
family  of  which  this  family  head  is  a  member.  The  number  follow¬ 
ing  the  names  of  children  in  the  family  refer  to  their  serial  number. 
Children  that  have  no  number  following  their  names  are  not  married, 
or  at  least  if  married  their  marriage  was  not  reported  to  me.  Dates 
of  death  of  children  who  died  young  or  single  will  follow  right  after 
dates  of  birth.

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Grandfather  Emanuel  P.  Brenneman 

Emanuel  P.  Brenneman,  third  son  of  Bishop  Peter  and  Barbara  Hersh¬ 
berger  Brennennan,  was  born  September  26,  1842  in  Holmes  Co.,  Ohio. 
In  the  year  1851  he  came  to  Johnson  Co.,  Iowa  with  his  parents.  They 
settled  on  the  farm  now  owned  by  Daniel  H.  Miller.  About  a  year  after 
his  marriage  to  Barbara  Schrock  they  bought  and  moved  to  the  farm 
now  owned  by  their  son  Lewis.  Here  they  lived  in  a  2-room  log  house 
until  1876  when  they  built  a  new  house  which  remains  in  good  condition 
at  this  time. 

He  died  Oct.  II,  1913  in  University  Hospital  at  Iowa  City,  Iowa 
following  a  se/rious  illness  of  about  3  days  of  intestinal  trouble  and  an 
operation  for  obstruction  of  the  bowels.  Grandfather  was  taken  to  the 
hospital  by  his  son  Ben  in  horse  drawn  top  buggy.  Grandmother  and 
Jonas  Otto  also  accom.panied  them.

Grandmother  Brenneman 

Barbara  Schrock  Brenneman  was  born  Jan.  23,  1852  in  Somerset  Co., 
Pa.,  the  youngest  daughter  of  Preacher  Benjamin  and  Catherine  Miller 
Schrock.  She  came  to  Johnson  Co.,  Iowa  with  her  parents  in  the  spring 
of  year  1857.  The  family  came  by  train  but  their  household  goods  and 
a  few  implements  were  brought  by  team  and  covered  wagon.  They 
settled  on  the  farm  now  owned  by  Jesse  R.  Shetler. 

The  year  after  Grandfather's  death  she  had  a  small  house  built  unto 
the  large  house,  where  she  lived  until  Aug.  1926  when  she  went  for  a 
few  days  to  the  home  of  Jonas  Ottos  (her  daughter  Lydia)  where  she 
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became  ill.  On  Nov.  I  her  house  was  moved  to  the  Otto  home.  She 
was  entirely  bedfast  the  last  six  months  and  suffered  much  pain.  The 
exact  cause  of  her  illness  could  not  be  determined.  She  died  May  31, 
1927  at  the  age  of  75  years,  4  months  and  8  days.
